Things Cheatricat. 


We know of few more exhilirating sensations than are create] by the pre- 
sence of beauty and fashion in a well filled theatre; it vivifies every sentiment 
‘of refinement, and so awakens our susceptibility to enjoyment, that we become 
impatient to partake of the anticipated pleasnre, and award in advance our ap- 
plause to the artist who proffers to inJulge us ina favorite recreation. Such 
were the lively feelings pervading the brilliant audience at the Park on Monday ; 
every face was wreathed with smiles, and expectation was on tiptoe to welcome 
back to this temple the too lung neglected and the favorite art of every civilized 
nation in Christendom. It was to such an assemblage that Madame Carapori 
made herdebut, and so intense and continued was the ringing welcome, that 
ome minutes elapsed before an opportunity was given her to utter a syllable; 
but meanwhile it elicited evidences from her of deep sensibility and modesty, 
which were by no means disadvantageous to the triumph she was about to 
achieve. Although nigh overmastered by agitation, and actually pallid, trem- 
bling with apprehension, her sweet, reedy tones soon found utterance, and 
swelling in volume as she proceeded, at length burst forth in all the simple ma- 
jesty of harmonious music. The effect was electrical—the victory was hers, 
and the fair stranger tranquilized her affrighted senses amid the acclumations of 
a delighted audience. 

We have dwelt a moment on this interesting scene, partly for its intrinsic 
beauty, but chiefly for its novelty as contrasted with that orazen sel{-possession 
for which it has latterly become fashionable to applaud those females who have 
appeared in our theatres. How little do they or their silly friends know of the 
charm which instantly attaches to ber who evidences by the confusion and em- 
barrassment of the moment the innate modesty of her nature, and her suscepti- 
bility to impressions which none can or should wish to suppress except the 
grossly hardened or the guilty. 

The “ Barber of Seville” was the opera of the evening, and seldom have the 
ldest admirers of its. brilliant music been more enchanted than by the execution 
ofthat portion which devolves upon Rosina. Our expectations had been wound 
tothe highest pitch, but they were more than realized by the surpassing skill and 
taste discovered by the debutante. Her style is infinitely superior to Fanti’s, 
though the old patrons of the Italian Opera allege that she lacks the latter’s 
spirit and expression.

The sporting men of Birmingham heve this (the 4th) year been indebted to 
Mr. W. Wrighton, the spirited proprietor of the Fouatain Tavern, New-street, 
for the result of the St. Leger race, by private express. Mr. John Bendrey rode 
the distance, 94 miles, in six hours and a haif, with six horses. We think they 
cannot do less than present him with some testimonial of their sense of his ex- 
traordinary exertion and public spirit. 

Burke, who rode 17 miles under the hour, on Friday fortnight, on the Hales- 
Owen road, from Birmingham, states that the same horse shall, within three 
mouths, complete the same distance under the hour, for any sum. 

A pedestrian feat was performed at Barnstaple on the 2d inst., by a Wiltshire 
man who undertook to walk 14 miles in two hours. The ground was a marked 
mile from Pilton-bridge to Newport road, which he traversed seven times each 
Way, and accomplished the task within about five minutes of the time. The 
Poor fellow, we understand, depended upon public generosity for his reward, and 
Offered to run 11 miles in one hour if his exertions were met with liberality ; but 
the “ voluntary principle” failed, and he declined the task. We are credibly in- 
formed that the same man once beat the mail from London to Bristol, by 15 mi- 
Nutes; and he has offered, for a stake of five guineas, to run 14 miles within an

| Tue Faence Meruop or Feevine anv Preraring Hoases ror THE Course. 
— Tue following are the general means resorted to for preparing race horses tor 
the course, Ly his Royal Highness the Duke of Orleans, the Prince de la Mosko- 


wa, and the most celebrated characters of France. ‘I'ranslated from an authen- 
tic document :— 
Ist. To give the horses as many oats as they can eat. The usual! quantity 
must be gradually increased to17 litves (or 17 French tbs. of 174 ounces English) 
per day, which can be given to horses without avy dangerous results. 
2d. Hurecs may be allowed Libs, of hay per day; but the quantity of bay 
must be regulated in proportion to the consumption of outs—the more oats the 
| less hay. 
The hay and oats should be given to them in small quantities three or four 
| times a day, with as much water as they may require. 
; Those horses which should become heated by being thus fed (which may be 
| known by their refusing to eat, by the retrastion of their flanks, and the hardness 
| of their dung), should have a moisture of barley meal, bran, and water, given to 
them in the middle of the day. 
With reference to the exercise they require, they must be walked out for one 
| hour in the morning and one hour in the evening, or at one time for two hours to- 
; gether. They must first be permitted to walk, and their speed gradually increased 
| toa gallop, without suffering them to start at first attheir full speed, which would 
| cause fatigue. 
By having recourse to this moderate mode of exercise the power of their mus- 
cular force and the energy of the lungs are increased—thus enabling the horse to 
run @ race with swiftness, without losing their wind. 
In exercising horses, whether at a walk, trot, or gallop, horses of an ardent or 
fiery spirit should be calmedgind subdued ; while horses betraying a spirit of an 
opposite character (cold or lazy), should be excited, though treated with kind- 
ness. 
In the event of horses becoming too fat, they must be occasionally sweated by 
the following means :— 
Ist. By keeping their bodies well covered in a close and warm stable. 
2d. By exercising them under one or more horsecloths. 
In either case the sweat must be scraped off, when they must be rubbed dry 
with straw, and then again well covered up, and placed in a warm stable. 
The proprietors of race horses frequently, for several days before the running, 
reduce their supply of water tu only one or two litres (a litre being one pint and 
three quarters English) per day. This plan, when adopted, not only causes 
great suffering to the animals, but renders them liable to be afflicted with the most 
serious and baneful disorders. 
It is known that many jockies are in the habit of administering certain drugs

the purpose of increasing their speed; but-the adoption of all these artificial 
Means can only impose upen those persons who have but little knowledge of the 
organization and structure of the animals.

All sporting has been thrown into consternation by an annunciation that the 
Royal Stud would be sold off at Hampton Court on the 25th of Oct. Twenty- 
two members, chiefly noblemen, of the Jockey Club, had sent in a remonstrance 
against the measure to the Prime Minister, Lord Melbourne.

Notwithstanding this, he galloped in good style, and did not ap- 
pear the least distressed upon the accomplishment of his task. Fle was beauti- 
fully ridden by a son of the owner, of the same age as the horse, 


Pedestrianism Extraordinary.—In consequence of some difference of opinion 
respecting the physical powers of the human frame, and what might be accom- 
plished if a man felt inclined to exert himself as a pedestrian, Edward Bryant, 
of the Pottery, Purson’s green, Middlesex, undertook, for a considerable bet, to 
walk sixty miles in twelve successive hours, and Wednesday was appointed for 
the performance of the feat, on the Kaing’s private road, Chelsea, from Mr. 
Steed’s, the Man in the Moon Tavern, to Stanley-bridge, a distance of half a 
mile. Previous to the event coming off, as it is termed, this match excited 
an unusual degree of interest throughout the sporting circles in all parts of the 
metropolis and the suburban districts, but among the betting men it afforded 
‘* numerous evenis” to lay out their money upon, according to the best calcula- 
tions they could make on the subject. ‘Lhe qualities of Bryant operated so 
strongly upon the feelings of his friends that they felt satisfied he could win, al- 
though at the same time they were ready to adnvit that such an Herculean at- 
tempt, from the intense heat of the weather, was enough to try the constitution 
and strength of a giant, and would prove a trying sort of a match ; but the caus 
ticus portion of sporting characters, the betting men of the doubiful gender, and 
supporters of the “ field” who prefer generally a number of chances for their 
s, stuck, for a variety of reasons, to the “common enemy,” who never 
veers to the right nor to the left, but with an unerring and steady pace observes 
the greatest regularity in all his movements, denominated ‘* Time,” as the best 
sort of chance towards winning. Eight o’clock was the hour named for start- 
ing, and at that period there was a pretty strong muster of the admirers of pe- 
destrianism, which increased towards the completion of the match. However, 
the preliminaries for starting were soon settled between the parties appointed to 
watch the proceedings of the match. ‘The chronometers of the umpires being 
set and locked up, Bryant prepared to start, and was dressed in light white 
trousers, dispensing with the incumbrance of his coat and waistcoat. The first 
eighteen miles he accomplished in three hours, and at various times in the day 
he halted for the purpose of taking refreshment. At twenty-five minutes past 
seven o'clock, he came in, having completed the unrivalled performance in eleven 
hours and twenty-five minutes, thirty-five minutes to spare, without being in 
any way distressed, and so fresh was he at the termination of the undertaking, 
that he could have walked another ten miles without any difficulty, and bets to 
this effect were offered, but there were no takers.

The prospect of sport on the first day of the meeting was quite indifferent, it 
being understood that two nominations only in the sweepstakes would start, | 
and that neither of the match colts were in condition. Under such circumstances | 
a general attendance cou'd not have been expected, and in fact it was meagre | 
enough. The day was fine, and the track in good order—two facts we are al- 
most ashamed to confess when compelled to record that the mile heats were run | 
an 1:53—1:57, and the two mile heats in 3:554—4:04. The ball was opened with | 
the match, mile heats, for $5909, between the Virginia filly Gift and the Mary- | 
land colt Henry A. Wise. The filly was the favorite at long odds, the colt being 
fairly trained off his legs. Indeed, he has made better time this season with his 
shoes on than he was able todo to-day. His owner tells us his usual stride is 
faom 23 to 25 feet, but to-day he never stretched himself uader whip and spur 
ever 18, The odds after the Ist heat were dollars to shillings on the grey filly. 
Henry A. Wise had the track on starting, but Gift outfooted him and took it on 
the first quarter, winning the heat and subsequently the race with ease. 

Of the four nominations in the sweepstakes for 3 yr. olds, two mile heats, two 
enly came tothe post, Mr. Newaoun’s imported Mulatto filly having injured 
herself on the nizht previous in her stable. Of his two'nominations, Mr. Rosr. 
L. Srevens chose Antoinette, and Mr. Hare’s Champagne was her only com- | 
petitor. Antoinette won the Ist heat with so much in hand, as to be backed | 
freely at odds for the race. She did not appear “out” in any part of the heat. | 
The 2d wes a different affair: Champagne locked her on the first quarter, and | 
maintained his place to the hill on the 3d, his rider “doing his prettiest ” with | 
hand and heels. At this place Antoinette’s rider alleges that Champagne hit |

Weare greatly indebted for the following and previous communications to a distinguished 
Kentucky Stock Breeder and Agriculturalist, and feel the more obliged by his courtesy, as 
we are aware of the multiplicity of his engagements. Perhaps no gentleman in that State 
has done more to improve the bieed of Horses, Cattle, and Sheep, and the farming interest 
of the West is under great obligations to him for his untiriag exertions in its behalf. 
Lextnoton, Ky., Oct. 21, 1837. 

Mr. Porrer,—The owners of good stock in Kentucky are about to publish a 
Stock Book, It will be got up in handseme style, and contain much original 
matter of great interest. I will send you one of our Books. There will be 
nearly one hundred prints bound in the body of the work, of the character of 
those I have sent to you to-day by mail. [Not yet received.] We have Trove 
busily at work, and are very fortunate in securing the services of CaMPBELL, an 
artist of rare abilities, who does the drawing on fine-grained stone from Troye’s 
paintings. You see it will be of the quarto size, and contain upwards of two 
hundred pages—new type and fine paper. 

We had engaged Trove previously to seeing that he was wanted in the East- 
ern States, and so soon as he gets through with us, he will no doubt go where 
his services are most required, as he will probably continue to paint a year or 
two lenger, Our neighbors in Ohio have expressed a wish to engage him; as 
yet the inducements have led to no engagements; Lut the spirit of improvement 
is moving steadily on, and [ think his services will be required in the neighbor- 
hood of Chillicothe. 

The Races here have just ended—a week of good sport. I send you the result, 
leaving the descriptive and historic part to those of more leisure. 

Capt. Ociver was here with a part of his stable, intended for New Orleans; 
he had stopped at Louisville, from thence here. [t was generally thought by 
our turfmen here that his horses were not in rigAt fic for such severe contests as 
we generally have at Lexington. His amiable and gentlemanly deportment has 
made a very favorable impression on the Kentuckians, and secured to him many 
friends. 

We have a new Jockey Club at Ghent, on the Ohio River, a beautiful situa- 
tion, mid-way from Cincinnati to Louisville: a high and dry bottom of consider- 
able extent, with a sufficiency of sand in the soil to prevent the track becoming 
hard. The location is a good one for the meeting of sportsmen from the Counties 
of Boone, Grant, Gallatin, Owen, Henry, and Trimble, being eentral and easy 
of access. I know of no better place for training stables; the expenses will be 
moderate, and being on the river, stock may be sent up or down with expedition. 
if Eastern and Western sportsmen participate in the amusements of the South, 
it seems to me that much of the training, the preparation at least, on account of 
economy and of health ought to be done in Kentucky and at Ghent, or some 
track not exclusively aclay soil. On this subject I should like to hear the views 
of Capt. Oliver, and others of experience.

A Second report has been sent us by the Secretary, giving us, some interesting particulars 
of the races, a succinet report of which we published on the 2lst ult., page 234. As the 
Oakland Course is considered the “ Newmarket of Kentucky,” we make room for Mr. 


Taartton’s letter, withoat re-publishing our first report. 
LovisviLte, Ky., Oct. 9, 1837. 


Mr. P.—Herewith vou liavea report of the different races over the Oakland 
Cours», commencing on the 3d inst. The two races on this day (two sweep- 
stakes) were very interesting and well contested, the track being dry, but light on 
thetop The first was won by Duchwest, and the second by Josephine. 

The 2d day, three mile heats, was not so interesting, though before starting 
great sport Was expected. Enceiro, Caroline Scott, Gov. Moreliead, Senator,'and 
Conflict were entered. Caroline Scott was the favorite. The old tried horse 
Enceiro, from Virginia, was viewed with suspicion in the contest, particularly 
should the heats be broken. They all put off at the tap of the drum in handsome 
rate until the last half mile, when Caroline put out for home, where she arrived 
first some distance ahead. They all cooled otf finely, and was summoned to the 
stand by the bugle; the boys were mounted, and at the tap of the drum off they 
went. The expectation then was that the horses would all contest the heat, with 
a view of running Caroline down. Conflict took the lead, as he had the first 
heat, the balanee close up, and Caroline behind, taking it as easily as possible, 
with a view to a brush home down the stretch. On the last quarter she came 


out of the crowd as in the first heat, and won easily. Enceiro let down in the 


last mile, but saved his distance. 
From the entries for the third day (two mile heats, Lady Green, Eliza Bai- 


ley, Jim Allen, Mary Jones, and Burbridge’s Woodpecker filly,) fine sport was 
expected; but about daylight it commenced raining, and continued very heavily 
1 | until about half after one, which made the track extremely muddy, and many 
places covered it with water. 


They were summoned to the track at about two 





The Queen of Diamonds was the favorite, and was backed freely. The 
Queen had the pole but lost the track from a bad start; the ground she lost was 
quickly recovered, and slie won the heat by several lengths. The Queen now 
was more than ever the favorite. Both cooled off well. Again Victoria had the 
lead and start by at least thirty yards, and her rider, Jim, imprudently ran ler 
severely the first half mile, when she got up to her antagonist; they now ran 
locked together for at least a mile and a half, but the Queen gave back in the 
third round, Victoria winning this heat easily. 

Third Heat.— They got away well together, and ran locked for a short time, 
when the Queen passed, Victoria laying well up: they ran in this position fur 
the two first miles, when Victoria rallied and quickly passed. They came into 
the stretch home at a swinging pace, Victoria winning by two lengths after a 
e@evere contest. 


o'clock; at the tap of the drum off they went, Eliza Gveen ahead, the balance 
close up. The second mile Mary Jones made up to Eliza and passed her, Jim 
Allen close at her heels. As they played off around the turn into the stretch for 
home, a severe contest ensued between Mary and Jim ; Mary’s rider reined her 
over into the track of Jim, which wus considered foul ; Jim pressed and got ahead, 
took Mary's track too suddenly within two hundred yards of the winning post. 
Mary mse a powerful effort on the outside and locked Jim; the rider of Jim 
now reined over into the track of Mary, which was also considered foul; they 
ran out, Mary about eighteen inches ahead. It being apparent that each of the 
boys rode foul, (the rules of the course being imperative, that for foul riding, the 
boys shall be ruled off, and never be permitted to ride on the course again, and 
the horses ruled out in the race,) the heat was givea to Eliza Bailey, which was 
third. {do not attribute the foul riding to either of the gentlemen owning the

horses, as they are of high and unimpszachable standing on the Turf. After the 
usual rest, the bugle sounded the residue to the stand: the boys were mounted 
andthe drum tapped: off they played in fine style, first one and then the other 
ahead until the second mile, when Eliza made off for the heat; and obtained it ; 
arta muddy track must be an apology for the long time recorded—4:23 
—4:24, 

Fourth day, [Four mile heats; entries—Jasper, W. H. Harrison, Tarlton 
and Hebe.} This was a beautiful day overhead, but the track unusually heavy. 
The knowing ones were “ picked up,” the Woodpecker colt Tarlton being the 
favorite two to one against the field. They deserved being “done brown ” for 
not appreciating the character of the tried horse’ Wm. H. Harrison for bottom 
and speed, as also the splendid young horse Jasper. Hebe is also a very fine 
filly when in condition, but she was not, unfortunately, to-day. The track was 
ankle deep every jump. The boys were mounted, and at the tap of the drum 
off they went in fine style, Tarlton watching Harrison—Jasper led from end to 
end. On the last round Harrison made play at him, but too late, Jasper took the 
heat, and Hebe was distanced. They were soon off for the second heat, Harri- 
son ahead, ‘Tariton and Jasper close up, (Tarlton was not in acondition to make 
a bruising race); Jasper put at Harrison, but could not catch him; he ran ou 
in hand, ‘Tarlton just dropping within the distance. After resting the usual 
time, they were a third time called to the stand, Tarlton in appearance better 
than in the other heats, Harrison in good fix, and Jasper not so sprightly as in 
the other two heats, having contended for them both. The drum tapped, and off 
they went, Harrison ahead, Tarlton’s time to press for the heat, he laid up close 
to Harrison ; Jasper having won a heat, he was for saving, in case Tarlton 
should win the next heat; they ran through the heat in the way described, press- 
ing Harrison hard, but not able to head him. 

Fith day, [Mile heats; entries—Worthy, Chilton, and Sultan.] This was an 
interesting race, well contested; Chilton was the favorite, and won easily. 

I have given you these particulars as nearly as I could recollect them. If you 
think them worth publishing in your valuabie work you can do so, with the en- 
closed report.—[Referred to before] We have some valuable sweepstakes, 
which will be filled in a few days, ‘and others that will not close for some time.
